The dedication of the new quarters of the Rescue Home and 
Mission in Fort Wayne Sunday afternoon, was an event of far more 
than ordinary importance because it means that this splendid insti- 
tution has reached a point where it will be able to do a still larger 
and more effective work. The struggle has been a long and a severe 
one. Year by year the Rescue Home and Mission has battled brave- 
ly, often against discouraging outlook because of lack of funds, but it 
has persisted and is now rewarded by reaching a point where it can 
do a still greater service in this city. 


The institution over which Rev. Mr. Nipper and his associates 
preside has a field peculiarly its own. It is doing a work for un- 
fortunate humanity that no other organization can undertake and 
prosecute successfully. Its efforts in behalf of the human derelict, 
the friendless, the destitute and the discouraged down-and-outei* have 
again and again proven their value in the reclamation of men and 
Avomen to lives of sobriety, decency and usefulness.

Replying to a request by G. H. Hendren, of the state board of 
accounts, for information upon the subject, most of the ninety-two 
counties of the state have reported that they have employed no "tax 
ferrets" to uncover sequestered property during the past six years.

Nor is it compli- 
mentary to the ability of a county official to intimate that the tax 
ferret is more capable in this work than he. 
With his intimate 
knowledge of immediate conditions, the county officer should be much 
better fortified than any outsider can possibly be. 
A little more 
nerve and a little less regard for his political future on the part of 
the home tax official everywhere would leave the tax ferret wieiKrut 
an occupation anywhere. 


Indiana progressives have selected May 24 as the date for hold- 
ing their state convention to nominate a complete ticket save for 
United States senator and governor. It is^ also worthy- of note that 
the recent meeting of the progressive state committee revealed Lloyd

The appointment of L. Ert Slack of 
Indianapolis, formerly of Franklin, to 
be United States district attorney for 
Indiana, is a fine and fitting recogni- 
tion of ability and character. 
Slack 
is a strong, high-minded, coTiseientions 
and well-equipped lawyer, a 
forceful 
and ready speaker, industrious, efficient 
and vigorous. 
He is a type of whole- 
soitte leadershio. 
In appointing Slack 
to an important position the political 
powers-that-be not only make sure that 
the district attorney's office will be 
creditably filled, but they make cer- 
tain -that credit will be' reflected on 
their party and on themselves. 


The Slack appointment is a strik- 
ing additional proof that Indiana dem- 
ocrats who do things and who have 
the power to get things done are hard 
at work on a program of plain political 
horse-sense. 
The recent Adair move- 
ment was a specific sign of the definite 
effort to arrive at political solutions 
acceptable to 
contending 
democratic 
elements. The Slack appointment stands

In 1908 L. Ert Slack in the fortune 
of political strife, became the leader 
of the dry forcés in the democratic 
state ,convention. 
Slack was a candi- 
date for the nomination for governor. 
Samuel TVI. Ralston, now governor., was 
a candidate, backed by 
the 
Taggart 
forces. Thomas R. Marshall, since gov- 
ernor and now vice president, was the 
candidate 
of 
an 
element rallied 
by 
Stephen B, Fleming. 
Slack sentiment 
swept over the convention like a prairie 
fire, and it became evident that the 
Taggart forces Mould be compelled to 
jump with some agility, and to jump 
quickly, if Slack was to 
bo 
headed. 
Thomas Taggart ' joined 
hands with 
Fleming, literally and figuratively, and, 
wifli Ralston out, Marshall was nomin- 
ated by a narrow margin, just in time 
to stop the headlong rush of the Slack 
boomers. 


The recognition then withheld from 
Slack now comes to him and to his 
friends in another form. 
There is no 
question but that the Slack appoint- 
ment has a far-reaching political bear- 
ing.

Officials of the Federation of Labor 
have issued a statement directed to the 
people of Fort Wayne setting forth the 
position of the labor unions of Fort 
Wayne in the present controversy with 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company. 
The statement 
is 
signed by Joseph D. Shaw, president; 
William A. Jackson, vice-president; J. J. 
Perrey, financial secretary; A.'O. Berger, 
recording secretary, and J. C. Werkman, 
treasurer, and is as follows: 


"There have been repeated requests 
made on us by a large number of our 
fellow citizens that ^ve place before them 
through the medium of our daily papers 
the position we occupy in the present con- 
troversy between the Fort Wayne & 
Northern Indiana Traction company and 
its employes, members of local division 
No. 681:2, Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes. 


"Division No. 682 is one of the local 
imions that composes the Fort Wayne 
Federation of Labor, and it is repre- 
sented by delegates in that body, and 
as such, is entitled to and is receiving 
the moral and financial support of that 
body. It also is receiving the same sup- 
port from unaffiliated local bodies, such 
as the B. of R. T., B. of L. E., Brick- 
layers, and other kindred bodies, and the 
reasons such siipport is given the street 
car men in their'struggle for right, jus- 
tice and fair play is as follows: 


"Previous to September 25 the men 
on the street car lines of this, city had 
been organized into Division No. 682. 
On that date they approved an agree- 
ment and ordered it submitted to the 
company, asking for recognition and a 
local arbitration board, and practically 
nothinr,' else. An answer was asked not 
later than 1 a. m. September 27. 
The 
answer of the company was an injunc- 
tion they obtained Ik the federal court, 
restraining the men from attempting to 
enforce tlieir proposed agreement. 


"The men, in the facc of this injunc- 
tion, refused to work, and the morning 
of September 27 did not 
report 
for 
work, nor have they at any time since. 
It was proposed about November 1, by 
the Fwleration of Labor that an auto 
bus company be 
formed to 
give 
the 
people tlie 
necessary 
accommodations 
as a large majority of the people in this 
city had refused to ride the cars as a 
protest against the company in its un- 
fair Kclions toward its employes. 


"About this time, the governor ap- 
pointed a committee of prominent busi- 
ness men to bring about a settlement 
of the entire matter, if possible. 
We 
desire'to say at this time that in def- 
erence to public opinion, we postponed 
action on the auto bus proposition, al- 
Ihougli a mass meeting had been called 
and the place of meeting engaged, so 
that our committee did Avork with the 
governor's committee^ and did all possi- 
ble to bring about a settlement, only to 
meet rchufT from the company officials. 


"Realizing defeat in the United States 
court from the proposed action of our 
attorneys, the 
attorneys 
representing 
the company withdrew their bill the 
day before it was to come to trial, by 
that act acknowledging the injustice of 
their 
cause. 
They immediately, how- 
ever, filed a new bill in the same court, 
embracing the mayor of our city, and

ahvays the possibility that illness may 
folloAv the eating of pork that is raw or 
not thoroughly cooked. 
The danger is 
greatest at this season of the year when"^ 
many people prepare for home consump- 
tion various food products that 
are 
customarily eaten without cooking. More 
of these home-made products are pre- 
pared at hog-killing time on the farm 
than at any other time. 


American 
people as a rule prefer 
cooked pork, but there are many ^ho, 
perhaps unknowingly, consume pork in 
an uncooked 
condition, either in the 
form of raAv h n or uncookcd sausages. 
2v many localities considerable amounts 
of these products are made up and con- 
sumed at home, or distributed through- 
out the neighborhood. 
Large quantities 
of pork products intended to- be eaten 
raw are also prepare«! commercially. 
Why Raw Pork Causes Illness 
The 
disease 
known 
as 
trichinosis, 
which may result from eating raw pork, 
is caused by certain round worms, called 
trichinae. 
These are microscopic 
in 
size and infest the flesh of hogs. 
Tlie 
prevalence of tricjiinae i« hogs is indi- 
cated by the fact that during nine years, 
1898-1906, when the carcasses of hogs 
were inspected niicroscopleally by fed- 
eral inspectors, of 8.000,000 carcasses so 
inspected, 1.41 per cent, contaiiied living 
trichinae and 1.16 per ccnt contained 
trichina-like 
bodies 
or 
disintegrating 
trichinae. 
In other words and in round 
numbers, trichinae were present in 1 out 
of 71 hogs, and if the presence of dead 
frichinae and trichina-like bodies is in- 
cluded, in 1 out of cA-ery .39 hogs. 


Unlike many other infectious diseases, 
the severity of an attaoli of trichinosis 
depends upon the number of parasites 
sAA'^alloAved. 
Large quantities of slightly 
infested pork must be eateu in order 
to produce appreciable cflects. 
If severo 
ijiness follows the eating of a small 
amount of llio meat, the pork must have 
been heavily infested. 


Sources of Infection. 
In about 1,200 American cases of tri 
chinosis, the most frequent sources of 
infection reported Avere raAV sausage, 225 
cases; ruAv ham, 213; raAv pork (kind of 
product not specified), 185. 
The most 
serious oiitbroak of trichinosis in the 
United States in the number of per- 
sons ¡ifTccteil Avus that of 
Xovcmber- 
Decenibcr, I f l l , in California, in Avhich 
.")S casos, with 1 <leath. resulted from 
suniiner sausage made by a farmer and 
])pddlod by liim in the neighborhood. 


Another outbreak occurrcd in Wiscon- 
sin -about a yoar ago in Avhicb 21 cases, 
resulting in 
deaths, developed in 
families. 
Karly in 
December a hog 
Avhich had b(^n on. the.farm of the first 
family for tierce years, Avas slaughtered 
iiml part of the meat madn into sausage. 
The next day some of the sausage Avas 
fried slightly and eaten. 
Two of the 
.members of this family 
dipd.. There, 
Avcvo c iglif cases in* three other families 
Ai liich procured some of the sausage ini- 
nicdiat'cly after it Avas prepared and ate 
it raAV or imperfectly cooked. 
^ 
How to Avoid Trichinosis. 
To .lAoid tricliinosis, no form of pork 
in the raAV state, including dried 
or 
smoked sausages and hams, should be 
oaten. 
All pork used as food should be 
cooked thoroughlA^ 
If this is done the 
value or Avholesomeness of the mqat for 
food purposes is not impaired by the 
fact that the parasites Avere present 
in it. 


According to specialists of the depart- 
ment, trichinae die Avhevi svibjected to a 
tempeiature of about 140 degrees Fahr- 
enheit.

TRIBIIL PtGUIIT IN 
SOUTHJMISIIIIIDS 


Remarkable Display to Aid 
Fund for Wounded 
Soldiers. 


, Suva," Fiji islands, Nov. 15.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.)— 
A remarkable . display of native South 
Sea Pageantry was seen in this town, 
the capital of the British crown colony, 
recently on a day named for raising 
funds for the 
South 
Sea 
islanders 
wounded in the British army, 


Fijians, Tongans, 
Samoans, 
Solo- 
mon islanders, Chinese and Hindus, to- 
gether with whites, were in the parade. 
A thousand Fijians were dressed as in 
the old days of the tribal wars. 
Each 
man had his face blackened and he car- 
ried a war club or other native weapon. 
The cosjtume consisted of 
a 
kilt 
of 
green and yellow grass intertwined with 
tape, the iiatiye cloth made from bark, 
painted and lined by the Fijian women. 
Some of the men wore huge bows of 
tapa about their waists. The upper ]i)or-. 
tion of their bodies, however, were bare, 
and their powerful 
muscles glistenod 
in the tropical sun. 
The Solomon is- 
landers were garbed more vividly in 
glaring reds and brilliant blues. 


After the parade the natives spread 
a mat upon the ground and threw up- 
on it their contributions to the fund 
—coins, yams, cocoanuts, live poultry, 
tapa and other things. 
The proceeds in 
all amoimted to about $5,000 in cash. 


Five hundred Fijians danced to the 
beating of a wooden drum or lali and a 
barbaric chant. 
They went through a 
warlike pantomine in which clubs wer«i 
brandished and feet were stamped in 
rapid but complete . unison. 
Then the 
pantomine came to an abrupt end with 
a wild yell. 


The dance of the Solomon islanders 
was even more weird. 
The music was 
produced by reed instruments and tho 
musicians wore uncanny disguises, of 
which long shaggy hair, like that -of 
the witch doctors, was a feature. Each 
dancer carried a curious swan-like ob- 
ject 
painted 
with 
characters 
like 
Egyptian heiroglyphics.

Retrenchment by the major league and 
high minors reduced tlie returns to the 
little club ov.-?ier on the sale of players 
to almost noticing. 


Major league owners were afraid to 
buy playere and pay big prices for them 
fo!" fear the Federals w^ould jump in.'and 
grab tlie players. 
The majors decided 
that instead of buying players they would 
secure them through the draft procete. 
Draft prices, regulated according to the 
size of each league, are much smaller 
than sale prices. 
In many cases players 
who in prosperous 
times 
wo'uld 
have 
brought 
a 
club owner from $1,000 to 
$5.000, were secured for several hundred 
dollars. 


In many cases the 
sale of a 
single 
player made it possible for a small owner 
tc break even on the season or even 
glean a little profit, but when the revenue 
from sales were reduced to the draft 
price the small owner found himself los- 
ing money.

Vast Amottnt of Good Work 
Accomplished Durmg 
Past Year. 


WasLington, Dec. 18.—The annual re- 
port of the surgeon general of the United 
States public health service records the 
largest amount of work performed in the 
history of that organi^tion. 
Since the 
passage of the la^v of 1912 the public 
health functions of the service have ma- 
terially broadened, thereby increasing 
gieatfy' its usefulness to the American 
people. Throughout the report the eco- 
nomic importance of disease prevention 
is made apparent to the reader. 


Perhaps the most impoilant achieve- 
ment of the year was the discovery that 
pella^a is a deprivation disease, result- 
ing from a faully diet containing an 
cxcess of carbo-hydrates. \MiiIe the final 
cxperiinents which led to this discovery 
have only recently been completed, the 
conclusion itself is the culmination of 
investigations extending over a period of 
seven years. The work has consisted of 
epidemological field studies, actyal feed- 
ing experiments conducted at numerous 
jilaces in Georgia and Mississippi, 
and 
experimental researeli at Spartanburg, 
South .Carolina, and othe;- places. 


A new national quarantine station was 
open^ at Galveston, Texas, 
and 
the 
control _of the Boston station was trans- 
ferred" to the publid healtli service. 
A 
great reduction in immigration has been 
observed during the year, with a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of aliens 
certified. At the port of New York, the 
percentage has risen from 2.29, previous 
to the development of the European con 
flict, to 5.37 since that time; this increase 
largely being due to the fact that with 
the decreased immigration more time 
can be devoted to the examination. The 
number of cases treated at Marine (hos- 
pitals and. relief stations exceeded 55,000, 
15,000 of which were hospital patients, 
a considerable 
increase over previous 
years. The coast guard cutter ''Andros- 
coggin" was fitted out as a hospital ship 
and now affords relief to deep sea fisher- 
men on the banks of Newfoundland. 


On tlie occurrence of plague at New 
Orleans, the first outbreak upon the gulf 
seaboard, the state and local health au- 
thorities requested the public health 
service to take charge' of the situation. 
Kxteiisive 
rat-proofing and other anti- 
' j)lague measures were imdertaken, re- 
sulting in the eradication of the disease 
irom among human beings, and the prac- 
tical extermination of the rodent infec- 
tion. 


Great reduction in the incidence 
of 
malaria was obtained in localities where 
surveys were conducted. Drainage pro- 
jects, rice culture studies and the condi- 
tions surrounding 
the 
impounding of 
water for power purposes were investi- 
gated in order to eradicate as far as pos- 
sible the disease in these areas. Scienti- 
fic ittvestigations of malarial ijifection 
showed that in the latitude of this coun- 
try the most important agent in carry- 
ing the 
infection 
through tlie winter 
season is man, and not the infected, hi- 
bernating, anopheles mosquitoes as wa« 
previously supposed. 
From the stand- 
point of prevention this is a discovery 
of considerable value. 


Studies of occupational dieeasea and 
industrial hygiene w«re instituted at 
several places during the year. A sur- 
vey of the industries of Cincinnati was 
made to determine the cause of the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis among industrial 
workers. The investigations relating to 
the migration of persons suffering from 
tuberculosis were completed. 


Upon the request of the health author- 
ities of five states, the organization and 
operations of the respective boards 
of 
health were studied and recommenda- 
tions advanced for improvement in tl'c 
powers and duties of these bodies. The 
health organizations of several 
cities 
were likewise investigated. 


Investigations 
of 
the 
pollution 
of 
streams and the examination of shell- 
fish were also conducted. 


Trachoma was combated in the Appal- 
achian mountains, where it is most prev- 
alent, over 12,000 cases being treated. 
Surveys ^in ccrtain states during the 
year showed that the disease is not an 
uncommon infection. 


Rural sanitation work was conducted 
in six different states and everywhere 
resulted in the roduction of typhoid and 
fl'her communicable diseases. 
/ I*ubl?c health laboratories for the pre- 
vention of the interstate spread of dis- 
ease were established at Chicago, Seattle, 
and numerous other railway centers. 


Additional duties have been imposed 
upon the service by extension of relief 
benefits to the newly organized coast 
guard and the physical examination of 
seamen applying for the rating of "able 
seaman." 
For .this reason, and because 
of the greatly increased health functions 
of the serrice, an increase in the commis- 
sioned personnel is recommended. An ad- 
ditional buildiner for the hygienic 
abora- 
tory and the establishment of a national 
leprosarium for the proper segregation 
and care of cases of leprosy are also 
recommended.

Besides the 150 Americans already in 
the party ten people are to join from 
each of the following countries:

way, S-weden, Denmark, Holland, Spain 
and 
Switzerland. 
After 
Stockholm 
and Copenhagen have been visited all 
-will assemble at The Hague. 
There the 
entire body will choose three delegates 
from each country. 
It is stated that 
William Jennings Bryan will be an;iong 
the Americans if he accepts the invita- 
tion. 
Twenty-one delegates will be em- 
powered to sit indefinitely. 
They will 
have a two-fold mission: 


First, to suggest poossible means of 
peace; second, to receive overtures for 
peace directly from the belligerents, 


Mr. Ford, it was publicly announced, 
•would place imlimited funds back of 
the permanent peace delegation at The 
Hague. 


Augmented by the Norwegian delega- 
tion the peace party will leave Wea- 
nesday for Stockholm. 


"Ever nation in the world will soon

The landing of 
the peace expedition in Europe will be

Mr. Ford said he Avas confident that 
the expedition Avould result in getting 
the men out of the trenches before the 
winter Avas oA'er.

understanding by the time the peace 
sessions Avorc bognn at Tlio Hague. 


London, Dec. 20.—(2:00 p. m.)—The 
British troops at the Suvla and Anzac 
districts of Gallipoli peninsula have been 
withdrawn.' 


The following oflBcial statement was 
issued here today: 


"All the troops at Suvla and Anzac, 
together Avith their guns and stores, haA-e 
been successfully transferred, Avith in- 
significant casualties, to another sphere 
of operations." 


The Suvla bay and Anzac cove posi- 
tions are on the north coast of Gallipoli 
peeninsula. 
Anzac coAe is about sixteen 
from the tip. 
SuA'la bay is five miles 
luurther on. 
• As no mention is made in the British 
announcement of the allied position in 
the Seddul Bahr position at the tip of 
the peninsula it is not clear Avhether the 
AvithdraAval of troops indicates a decision 
to abandon the effort to force the Darda- 
nelles or means merely a readjustment 
of the allied forces.

Eighteen or twenty years ago, when 
the ])ioncers were experimenting wit.'i 
the first "horseless carriages." people 
laughed at them. 
They poked fun >,at 
Haynes of Indiana

Ohio, and Olds Avas known in central 
Michigan as "Olds Fool."' 


It was 1899 before automobiles be- 
gan 
to be produced in 
commercially 
important quantities. 
That year 3,700 
'vvere made, worth $1,284 apiece on the 
average. 
The cars for three or four 
years made comparatively little head- 
way. 
In 1903 only 11,000 cars were 
made and the price was a little bit 
lower than in 1899—$1,150.

eat styles, were invented, and the auto 
craze swept over the rich and the neaf- 
rich of the nation. 


Homes were mortgaged in order that 
families might have cars as expensive 
as those of their wealthiest neighbors 
across the street. 
Extravagance tvas 
the order of the day—both in buying 
cars and making them. 


For every auto company 
had 
a 
method of its own. There wasn't a part 
in any make that would fit the com- 
ponent part of another. 
Automobiling 
meant having a high-priced chauffeur 
really a meclyinician, and if anything 
went wrong or broke it took days and 
weeks to get another part from the 
factory. 


Then someone took a tumble to what 
was going qn. 
Whether it was Ford or 
Olds or somebody else matters little. 
Several makers saw that cheaper cars 
Would have to be produced—and that 
all makes would have to be standard- 
ized. 
The year 1907 saw the W t h of 
Automobile sanity. 
Prices started com- 
ing dotpn. 
People no longer thought 
it necessarv to pay $4,000 or $6,000 
for a car de luxe. 
Almost ANYBODY 
coutd have an automobile—so why pay 
enormous prices for a snobbish social 
distinction that no longer existed? 


The AVERAGE price paid for a car 
in 1907 was i|2,l2S. 
In .1608 it was 


$1,621.

make COST. 


The large quantity idea of produc- 
tion had its birth. The number of au- 
tos made nearly doubled in a twelve- 
month. 


Some firms tried to make cars as 
low as $250. 
This seemed to be carry- 
ing the thing too far. 
These makes 
never were popular. 


Standardization 
was born. Automo- 
bile engineers designated standard size 
parts, so that a 
motorist 
Avas 
not 
obliged to seek the nearest branch of 
his particular factory to get his car 
repaired. 


Luxuries that were only in the high- 
est-nriced cars in 1906 began creeping 
into the cars of moderate price. 
This 
was made possible by'group-production 
—turning out many cars at a time, in- 
stead of only one. 


The goods roads movement received 
its first 
great 
impetus. 
"National 
roads" laid out across the Alleglienies 
by the early - American government be- 
fore the railroads were built were re- 
vived and extended across the conti- 
nent. 
Today there 
are 
scores upon 
scores of organized 
roads 
connectin<r 
distant sections of the country, includ- 
ing the famous Lincoln highway» Mid- 
land trail and Santa Fe trails across 
the Rockies. 


Brick and cement roads have been 
extended .from the city limits far in-

the coming year that will eliminate the 
preient problem of «»estroying all the 
garbage haul 
the mayor believes the 
next most immediate need is to worlc 
out a plan 
to 
make 
collection more 
thoroiigh and less expensive Collection 
takes a large part of the annual appro- 
priation for garbage disposal. 
During 
the seven years from 1907 to l!H4 the 
.total annual cost of garbage disposal In 
Fort Wayne increased from a little ovor 
$9,000 to considerably more than $21, 
000. The cost of collection accounts for 
the larger part of this increase. Alayor 
Hosey believes that collection cost can 
be lowered and efTiciency of collection 
increased by abolishing th»- individual 
can system and installing in alleys, sev- 
eral to each block, large containers witti 
a capacity of about fifty gallons and 
adopting the duplicate can system, so 
that the collector will leave an empty 
can when he removes one that ia filled. 
Tliese iirge cans, which would be owned 
by the citj', would be kept in the al- 
leys convenient to the reach of collec-

Great Decrease In Birth Rate Among 
Teutons, While More Pronounced Since 
War Began Has Been In Progress For Several 
Years—Imperial Family and Government 
Take Steps to Counteract the Condition 


Not upon its belching long range 
guns nor upon its intrepid troops 
does Germany base its hopes for 
eventual victory in tlie present great 
conflict, but upon a future race un- 
born, the warriors 
of the future, 
who are to build up the empire when 
It emerges from the struggle. 


Germany 
today 
faces a serious 
problem in the decrease in birth- 
rate and only by increasing the num- 
ber of children can it hope for its fu- 
ture salvation. 


Germany, for many years held as 
an example of a country with a high 
birthrate, now stares a serious prob- 
lem in the face. 


Leaders of the allies have declared 
that Germany will not lose the war 
through lack of munitions, food sup- 
plies or veteran troops, but that its 
future autonomy is threatened by 
Its decreased birth rate. 


It has been reasonably argued that 
the nation itself, suffering even a 
normal loss of men such as war en- 
tails, cannot hold out forever and 
that a time 
shall come when the 
empire shall find itself practically 
without the children upon whom it 
must rely for its regeneration after 
the war. 


The problem is so serious 
that 
Berlin itself has admitted it and the 
Kaiser has conie forth with the of- 
fer to act as godfather for all male 
children born in the next few years. 


The Empress, too, has interested 
herself in the problem and is olîer- 
Ing all sorts of inducements to moth- 
erhood. The entire matter has be- 
come so grave that the nation prac- 
tically has 
promised a reward to 
motherhood. 
BEWABD FOB 
KOTHEBHOOD. 


Germany long has been known as 
a race of large families. Pictures 
taken in the empire always have 
shown 
the 
peasants with a large 
number of children. 
Yet pictures 
and beliefs have 
belied facts, for 
Germany actually has suffered a de- 
crease in the birth rate in the last 
30 :fpars, a decrease that has only 
become noticeable during the pres- 
ent strife. 
, In the great plan of preparedness 
this great natural defect in the war 
machiné api>arently has been over- 
looked. 


Germany looked to her trained 
men for support in the event of war. 
She did not look to her mothers. The 
empire 
knew 
how ihany men it 
could put into the field in case of a 
crisis, but it did not reckon on the 
empty cribs, the cribs that were to 
supply the future backbone of the 
nation. 
\Now It gazes upon the subject with 
.ppen eyes and has made its appeal to 
Its mothers to help the country ,in 
, Its need. 


While it may be believed that the 
decrease in the birth rate has been 
overlooked in the great scheme of 


jireparedness, yet there are fact that 
prove this not altogether true. Ger- 
many has always had a rule in re- 
gard to the life of its soldiers that 
tends to an increase in population 
and yet does away with war babies 
and war brides. It has been the cus- 
tom of the government to sanction 
tentative marriages between troops 
going to the front and their sweet- 
hearts. Although no marriage cere- 
mony is performed in the haste of 
departing for battle the soldier and 
his sweetheart are allowed a union 
that is just as sacred in the eyes of 
the nation as if there were a mar- 
riage. 
^ 


The man is considered a husband 
by the government and in ease of 
his death at the front the woman is 
considered his widow and receives 
his pension. 
PROVIDIXG FOR 
CHILDBEIi. 


The child 
receives 
the father's 
name and far from being dishonored 
because the parents were not legally 
married, is looked upon with a cer- 
tain degree of honor by relatives and 
neighbors. In the event the father 
returns after the war the marriage 
ceremony is performed yet to all In- 
tents and purposes the two live to- 
gether as if the ceremony actually 
had taken place before the man's de- 
parture for the front. The govern- 
ment sees to it that the man's prom- 
ise to marry is obeyed upon his re- 
turn from the war. 


So the real fault does not seem to 
lie with the government Itself—that 
wise government that has overlook- 
ed nothing in its plan of prepared- 
ness even down to having the can- 
teens of the soldiers daily filled with 
fresh water even in the time that 
there is no war and no war threat- 
ens. 


There is a strong possibility of an 
element of race suicide having crept 
into the German nation. 
The gay 
habits that characterize the courts of 
many European 
nations may have 
found their way into the German 
empire and may have corrupted the 
women to the extent that some seek 
to avoid their natural duties. A life 
of gayety .also has sprung up in 
many of the great cities and this, 
too, may be in part to blame for the 
falling off in the birth rate. 
It is 
generally conceded that where there 
is a life of gayety and much drink- 
ing and dissipation that there is a 
natural tendency to check produc- 
tion or there is, at least, a decided 
law of nature 
that 
the 
gradual 
weakening of the race through the 
use of alcohol acts as a natural 
check. 


Scientists have for some time 
warned that Germany has a serious 
problem to face in the decrease In 
its birthrate. These scientists l|ave 
made but little attempt to discover 
ihe reason for this decrease. 
BIBTHBATE 
DECBEASiyG. 


It has been found that the birth- 
rate in theHiation has been steadily 
dropping, not only during the pres- 
ent war, but steadily year after 
year, for several years, particularly 
in the last decade. In this regard 
many Interesting facts have been 
dif=scovered and have been promul- 


gated in Germany with the intention 
of inspiring motherhood. The scien- 
tists prove from data and statistics 
that the first born are no more phys- 
ically or mentally perfect than the 
latter born, and this is one of their 
best arguments for large families. 
It long has been supposed that first 
children of sa large family are the 
best physically and mentally while 
the latter borji are v/eaklings, sub- 
ject to the ravages of disease and 
often born 
mentally 
incompetent. 
Comparison of hundreds of cases has 
caused the conclusion that the lat- 
ter children are just as strong phys- 
ically and tíientally as the first chil- 
dren. 


To their satisfaction the scientists 
have found that the offspring of a 
father or mother, one of whom was 
a twin; generally will have twin chil- 
dren. They have followed the mat- 
ter back for several generations in 
a number of families and have come 
to this definite conclusion, 
which 
they interpret as containing great 
hopes for the future of the nation. 


There can be no doubt that Ger- 
many faces a serious problem in this 
regard. It is a country hemmed in 
on all sides and utterly relying upon 
its own resources. Both in England 
and in France the future has been 
helped somewhat by men of othey 
nations, 
particularly 
Americans, 
marrying war widows and girls who 
have reached ^their maturity since 
the war began. Germany can hope 
for no such outside help in solving 
the present dilemma. 


Many of its sons have gone to oth- 
er 
countries, particularly to 
the 
United States, either to seek their 
fortunes or to escape military serv- 
ice and cannot now return, even 
should they desire to. Germany has 
to be self-reliant in the mátter. Yet. 
its call to arms has taken the fathers 
to the trenches and the last call has 
taken to the front the young men 
^from 18 to 20 who would become the 
future husbands of the race had not 
the war summoned them. 


Report has 
that there are more 
men now assembled here in Berlin 
than can ever be used in battle. 
Whether this is true or not is a mat- 
ter on whic'h.the censor permits no 
comment either way. But even if it 
were true from the standpoint of 
marriage and population it would 
have but little effect considering that 
the majority of the soldiers are from 
the rural communities. 
FAMILY 
SACBIFICES. 


Mothers have sent'their husbands 
and sons to battle and sweethearts 
have seen their young lovers torn 
away from them by the dire neces- 
sities of war, and the majority of 
such family sacrifices have been in 
the small towns and villages. Even 
in such communities the death rate 
has been large and the birthrate low, 
hot only in the present but for many 
years. It is argued now in Ctermany 
that the cause of the decrease in 
births has not been the lack of ma- 
ternal feeling but that the laws of 
marriage are so rigid in times of 
peace that the outcome has been but 
-naturtil. 


England, so statistics show, has one 
of the greatest birthrates prorata in 


the civilized world, yet the percent- 
age of unions not sanctioned by law 
. is greater there than in any other 
country. 


Germany, on the contrary, has tad 
a wholesome regard for the usages 
and customs both of church and law, 
in regard to marriage and the per- 
centage of unsanctioned marriages 
has decrefised. 


It may be truthfully said that the 
number of nameless children has 
been decreased to the absolute mini- 
mum in the last 20 years, and that 
no civilized nation in the world can 
show a. better record. Without giv- 
ing tribute to the moral status of the 
German people it can he said that 
the government laws are so string- 
ient as to compel legitimate marriage 
throughout the nation. If a, child is 
born and the father refuses to mar- 
ry the matter is brought up befors a 
magistrate. 
His orders are simply 
that the man must marry the girl 
' and his orders aré never disobeyed. 
Tlius the majority—in fact, the great 
majority of marriages are sanction- 
ed by the law and this has checked 
the surplus population that ntight 
result if the laws were more lax as 
they now are in England. 


So with all the men'at the front, 
Germany has a serious .trouble. For

husbands the women can depend up- 
on only the old men and those too 
physically incompetent to fight. 
THE FÜTÜBE

Germany, however wishes to rely 
upon a future race of physically 
competent men. While there are no 
laws of eugenics on the books, the 
nation itself long has been one in 
which such laws have been carried 
out neither by design or statute, but 
by natural circumstances, the great- 
er majority of men and women who 
wed being of such strong physique 
as to warrant a healthy future race. 


But the war has summoned to the 
front not only the physically perfect 
but the older men of the last land- 
strum and the boys from 18 to 20. 
It Is argued that at the rate these 
men are being killed that Germany 
can last.as a race for only from 50 
to 20 years longer. It is a fact that 
Germany has paid heavily in human 
toll for all of its victories. Each day 
of fighting in the trenches in France 
or in the attack oir Russia means ad- 
ditional toll. 
^ In the country Itself the birth rate 
is a great deal below the number of 
those being killed in battle. 
Mar- 
riages are few, there being no men 
to wed. In this connection it may 


/ 
.. 


be remarked as significant that Ger- 
man soldiers when wounded or crip- 
pled are not allowed to remain at 
home for the remainder of the war. 
As soon as the doctors in the* hos- 
pital find them convalescent they are 
returned to the front. No matter how 
often they are wounded they face 
further service as long as they have 
two legs to carry them and an arm 
to carry a gun. 
, Doctors in Berlin have urged 
that the men who have been seveie- 
ly wounded at the front be released 
from service and allowed to again 
take up their domestic pursuits. This 
woiUd in a way solve the problem of 
increasing the birth rate. It would 
increase the number of marriages 
for many of the soldiers have arriv- 
ât a marriageable age since answer- 
ing the call to arms. 


But Germany is war mad. It wants 
men and guns to hurl at its enemies. 
It is permitting the future to t a ^ 
care of itself. The need of maintaifF 
ing a normal increase in population 
has been entirely overlooked until it 
BOW is one of the most serious ques- 


tions Gerihny has had to confront. 


At the eleventh hour the kaiser 
himself has recognized it. He has of- 
fered to be gpd-father to any twins 
born, and the empress heraelt h»^ 
offered presents and every other en- 
couragement to maternity. 


However, the question is: 
Has 
Germany delayed too long in meet- 
ing this problem? If it has, the au- 
tonomy of Germany as a race will b« 
seriously threatened when the war 
ends and each day of battle sees ths 
question growing more serious.

Indianapolis, Dec. 20.—The open-air 
life apd its relation 
to 
health 
was 
strongly praised today by Frank L., 
Bi-idges, adjutant general of the In- 
diana National Guard, in a letter tp the 
liidiana Society for the Prevention of 
Tiiberculosis. 
General 
Bridges points 
out that military training, with tli»'. 
tnedical supervision give in the army 
and the national guard, tends to so 
strengthen the physical 
resources 
of 
e n l i s t men, that they are enabled fb 
throw , off infection from the 
'Vhitc 
plágue." 
He strongly urges military 
training in the schools for the pur- 
pose of improving the physical jcondi- 
tion of growing l»ys and causing them 
to develop into better citizens. 
Thip 
letter ' pays tribute .to the work be 
ing done in the state through monej- 
derived from Bed Cross' seals by th<7 
state anti-tuberculosis society and it-i 
affilkted organizations throughout 
the 
state. 


"Much is heard at this, time of th'j 
year," says General 
Bridges, 
"about 
donations to charitable institutions, in: 
eluding the purchase of 
Red 
Gross 
.seals and I am moved to observe that 
if the people of this country were hot 
so timid in establishing militai^ train-^ 
ing in the schools and colleges, that 
the physical condition of the individual 
might thereby be greatly helped by the 
physical, as well as mental graining to 
be gained bj' such instruction. 


Thé people of this couiitry, how- 
ever, have been so impréssed by pub- 
lic speakers continually talking, about 
freedom and democracy as it relates 
to a large standing army and military 
training, that they are afraid to even 
consider the subject of military train- 
ing in a sane and practical manner, 
believe that were we to train our boys, 
and girls if .yoti please, by giving them 
military drill inchiding the setting-up 
exercise, Butts' manual 
of' 
physical 
drill and a camp of instruction in the 
open air fjor a week or ten days each 
summer, the-physical benefit that would 
be dérived would be so noticeable that 
every person of mature judgment in 
the country Avould after a year or two 
of this training be thoroughly convinc- 
ed of its efficacy. 


We hear nothing of tuberculosis in 
the anny, we hear nothing 
now 
oí 
typhoid fever in the army and very 
little of disease. Therefore there is noth- 
ing in the military training itself which 
tends to create disease or foster it. It 
is true that tlie men who join the army 
and the national ^ a r d are physically 
examined and supposed to be of a cer- 
tain 
standard of perfection but- the 
training the man gets after he joins 
the army or the national guard cer- 
tainly benefits him physically and men- 
tally, and ph3'sical ills are to some ex- 
tent controlled by 
mental 
processes. 
The prevention of tuberculosis is es- 
pecially assisted by living in the open 
air. 
If this living in the open air were 
made a! part ; of our life, especially be- 
tween the ages of thirteen and eighteen 
combhied with reasonable phj'sical exer- 
cise such as is given in military train- 
ing, I believe that the boys at li-ast 
would probably get exactly that as- 
sistance needed to prevent tuberculosis 
fastening its hold upon them. 
Aftbr 
receiving this training they would have 
constitution so fortified 
that 
the 
chances of containing tuberculosis 
in 
latter life would be minimized. 


It seems that we arc all so much 
wrapped up in our own private living 
and our own private hobbies that we 
fail to get a proper perspective and if 
we spend a little time studying how 
to cure some evils, we might arrive at 
a general plan of eradicating most of 
them in a simple manner of living.''

Ruling of Wells County Court, on Titles 
to Land, Affirmed. 


hidianapolis, Dec. 17.- Tiic 
«u]n-emc 
court has aflirined 
the A\ells circuit 
•CGurt in holdinjr that the children 
of 
Amos Parrett, who died in 1801, can not 
recover of the purchaser th<! land which 
their mother conveyed in 1863 after a 
lemarriage to Jonah Irey. 
Tlie present 
liolders of the land ar^ William A. llath- 
fen and David C. Thomas. 


The court holds that though tiic widow 
liad no right or power to convey the 
land after her remarriage and the deed 
by which she and her second hasband 
ftttempted 
to convey the land was void, 
yet the posse.ssion of the buyer 
was 
"with color of title, and where Mrs. 
(Parrett) Irey lived beyond the death 
of her second husband, her children could 
have no greater claim to the land than 
Mrs. Irey had at the time of her death." 
The statute of limitations barred 
any 
right which she might , have had to re- 
cover the land attempted to be conveyed 
by tlie void deed. 


" "If Jonah Irey had 
survived Mrs. 
Irey," the court holds, "then the law 
w'olild have given Mrs. Irey's children 
bhe title to the land as of the time of 
Mrs. Trey's death, but that where

woman survives the second husband who 
haa joined in the conveyance of the land 
the cluldren Òf the woman only claim

knowledge of immediate conditions, the county officer should be much 
hotter fortified than any outsider can possibly be. A little more 
nerve and a little less regard for his political future on the part of 
the home tax official everywhere would leave the tax ferret 
an occupation anywhere.

Disease May Follow Eating 


It When Not Thorough-' 


ly Cooked.

people as a rule prefer 


ooked pork, but there arc many w 
erhans unknowingly, consume pork in 
n uncooked 
condition, either in Hie 


'tirm of raw h n or uncooked sausages. 
v many localities considerable amounts 
of these products arc made up and con- 
umed at home, or distributed through- 
lit the neighborhood. Large quantities 
f pork products intended to be eaten 


raw arc also prepared commercially. 


Why Raw Pork Causes Illness 


The disease known as 
trichinosis, 


which may result from eating raw pork, 


caused "by certain round worms, called 


;richinae. 
These are microscopic in 


MZO and infest the flesh of hogs. 
The 


prevalence of trichinae, in hogs is indi- 
cated by the fact that during nine year?, 
lS!)S-innO, when the carcasses of bogs 
were inspected microscopically by fed- 
eral inspectors, of 8,00(1,1)00 carcasses so 
inspected, 1.41 per cent, contained living 
trichinae and 1.10 per cent contained . 
trichina-like bodies or 
disintegrating 


trichinae. Tn other words and in round j 
numbers, trichinae were, present in 1 out 
of 71 hogs, and if the presence oi dead 
iriehinae and trichina-like bodies is in- 
cluded, in 1 out of even- 30 hogs. 


Unlike many other infectious diseases, 


(lit- severity of an attach of trichinosis 
depends upon the number of parasites 
swallowed. Large quantities of slightly 
infested pork must be eaten in order 
to produce appreciable ejects. If severe 
illness follows the eating of a small 
amount of the meat, the pork must have 
been heavily infested. 


Sources of Infection. 


Tn about 1,200 American cases of tri- 


chinosis, the most frequent sources of 
infection reported were raw sausage, --a 
cases; raw ham, 213; raw pork (kind of 
product not specified), 183. The most 
=criou« outbreak of trichinosis in the 
Tnited Stales in the number of per- 
sons affected was that of Xovcmbcr- 
IVeember. 1!M1. in California, in which 
->S CBM-S, with 1 death, resulted from 
summer sausage made by a fanner and 
peddled by him in the neighborhood: 


\nothcr outbreak occurred in Wiscon- 


sin about a y.-ar ago in which 21 cases, 
resulting in :' deaths, developed in o 
families: Earlt in 
December a hog 


which had been'on the. farm of the first 
f-imilv for three years, was slaughtered 
n nd part of the meat made into sausage. 
The next day some of the sausage was 
fiied slightly ami eaten. 
Two of the 


members of' this family 
died. There 


were < igbt eases in three other families 
which procured sonic of the sausage im- 
mediately after it was prepared and ate 
it raw or imperfectly cooked. 


How to Avoid Trichinosis. 


To nvoid trichinosis, no form of pork 


in the raw state, including dried 
or 


tmokcd sausages and hams should be 
eaten. All pork used as food should be 
cooked thoroughly. Tf this is done the 
value or wholcsomcncss of the mc*t lor 
food purposes is not impaired by the 
fact that the parasites were present

Washington, Dec. 18.—The annual re- 


port of the surgeon general of the United 
States public health service records the 
largest amount of work performed in the 


' history of that organization. Sinco the 


I passage of the law of 1012 the public 


health functions of the service have ma- 
terially broadened, thereby increasing 
gieatly its usefulness to the American 
people. Throughout the report the eco- 
nomic importance of disease prevention 
is made apparent to the reader. 


Perhaps the most important achieve- 


ment of the year was the discovery that 
pellagra is a. deprivation disease, result- 
ing from a faulty diet containing an 
excess of carbo-hydrates. While the final 
experiments which led to this discovery 
have only recently been completed, the 
conclusion itself is the culmination of 
investigations extending over a period of 
seven vears. The work has consisted of 
epidemological field studies, actual feed- 
ing experiments conducted at numerous 
places in Georgia and Mississippi, 
and 


experimental research at Spurtanburg, 
South Carolina, and other places. 


A .new national quarantine station was 


opened at Galvcston, Texas, and • the 
control of tfte Boston station was trans- 
ferred to the public health sen-ice. A 
creat reduction in immigration has been 
observed during the year, with a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of aliens 
certified. At the port of New York, the 
percentage has risen from 2.20, previous 
to the development of the European con- 
flict, to 5.37 since that time; this increase 
largely being due to the fact-that with 
the decreased immigration more time 
can be devoted to the examination. The 
number of cases treated at Marine hos- 
pitals and relief stations exceeded 55,000, 
15.000 of which were hospital patients, 
a considerable 
increase over previous 


years. The coast guard cutter "Andros- 
roggin" was fitted out as a hospital ship 
and now affords relief to deep sea lisher- 
men on the banks of Newfoundland. 


On the occurrence of plague at New 


Orleans, the first outbreak upon the gulf 
seaboard, the state and local health au- 
thorities requested the public health 
service to take charge of the situation. 
Kxtensive rut-proofing and other anti- 
plague measures were- undertaken, re- 
sulting in the eradication of the disease 
from among human beings, and the prac- 
tical extermination of the rodent infec- 
tion. 


ffrc.it reduction in the incidence of 


I malaria wa» obtained in localities where 
surveys wcr» conducted. Drainage pro- 
jects, rice culture studies and the condi- 
tions surrounding the impounding of 
water for power purposes were investi- 
gated in order to eradicate as far UK pos- 
sible the disease in these area*. Scienti- 
fic investigations of malarial infection 
phowed that in the latitude of this coun- 
try the most important agent in curry- 
ing the 
infection 
through the winter 


KCMon is tn*n, and not the infected, hi- 
bernating, anopheles mosquitoes a» was 
previously supposed. 
From the stand- 


point of prevention this is a discovery 
of considerable value. 


Studies of occupational diseases and 


industrial hygiene were instituted at 
several places during the year. A sur- 
vey of the industries of Cincinnati wfcs 
made to determine the cause of the prcv- 
nl.inrn of tnheri"iloi»i« ninotijf industrial 
workers. The investigations relating to 
the migration of persons suffering from 
tuberculosis were completed. 


Upon the request of the health author- 


Hies of five states, the orpnrnatior: and 
operations of the respective boards of 
health were studied and recommenda- 
tions advanced for improvement in ll-c 
powers and duties of these bodies. The 
health organizations of several 
cities 


were likewise investigated. 


Investigations of the 
pollution of 


streams and the examination of shell- 
fish were also conducted. 


Trachoma was combated In the Appal- 


achian mountains, where It is most prev- 
alent, over 12.000 cases being treated. 
Purveys In certain states during the 
j-cftr snowed that the disease is not an 
uncommon infection. 


Rural sanitation work was conducted 


in sis different states and everywhere 
resulted in tV rrvlitct.inn of typhoid and 
<|'hcr communicable diseases. 
/ Public health laboratories for the pre- 
vention of'the interstate spread of dis- 
ease were established at Chicago, Seattle. 
and numerous other railway centers. 


Additional duties have been imposed 


upon the service by extension of relief 
benefits to the newly organized coast 
guard and the physical examination of 
seamen applying for the rating of "able 
seaman." For this reason, and because 
of the greatly increased health functions 
of the service, an increase in the commis- 
sioned personnel is recommended. An ad- 
ditional buildinc for the hygienic 
abora- 


tory and the establishment of a national 
leprosarium for the proper segregation 
nnd care of cases of leprosy are also 
recommended.

Great Decrease In Birth Rate Among 


Teutons, While More Pronounced Since 


War Began Has Been In Progress For Several 


Years—Imperial Family and Government 
Take Steps to Counteract the Condition 


Wot Upon its belching long range 


guns nor upon its intrepid troops 
does Germany base ils hopes for 
eventual victory in the present groat 
conflict, but upon a future race un- 
born, the warriors 
of the future, 


who are to build up the empire when 
It emerges from the struggle. 


Germany today faces a serious 


problem in the decrease 
in birth- 


rate and only by increasing the num- 
ber of children can it hope for Its fu- 
ture Miration. 


Germany, for many years held as 


»n example of a country with a high 
birthrate, now stares a serious prob- 
lem in the face. 


Leaders of the allies have declared 


that Germany will not lose the war 
through lack of munitions, food sup- 
plies or veteran troops, but that its 
future autonomy is threatened by 
Its decreased birth rate. 


It has been reasonably argued that 


the nation itself, suffering even a 
normal loss of men such as war en- 
tails, cannot hold out forever and 
that a time shall come when the 
Empire shall find itself practically 
without the children upon whom it 


' must rely for its regeneration after 


the war. 


The problem is so serious 
that 


Berlin itself has admitted it and the 
Kaiser has come forth with the of- 
fer to act as godfather for all male 
children born in the next few years. 


The Kmpress, too, has interested 


herself in the problem and is offer- 
Ing all sorts of inducements to moth- 
erhood. The entire matter has be- 
come so grave that the nation prac- 
tically has promised a reward to 
motherhood. 
REWARD FOR 
M.OTHERHOOD. 


Germany long has been known as 


a race of large families. Pictures 
taken in the empire always iav« 
ghown the peasants with a large 
number of children. Yet pictures 
and beliefs have belied facts, for 
Germany actually has suffered a de- 
crease in the birth rate in the last 
30 ^pars, a decrease that has only- 
become noticeable during the pres- 
ent strife. 


In the great plan of preparedness 


this great natural defect in the war 
machine apparently has been over- 
looked. 


Germany looked to her trained 


men for support in the event of war. 
She did not look to her mothers. The 
empire knew how many men it 
could put into the field in case of a 
crisis, but it did not reckon on the 


•• empty cribs,, the cribs that were to 


supply the future backbone of the 
nation. 


Now it gazes upon the subject with 


open eyes and has made its appeal to 
its mothers to help the country in 
Us need. 
While it may be believed that the 


decrease in the birth rate has been 
overlooked in the great scheme of 


preparedness, yet there are fact that 
prove this not altogether true. Ger- 
many has always had a rule in re- 
gard to the life of its soldiers that 
tends to an increase in population 
and yet docs away with war babies 
and war brides. It has been the cus- 
tom of the government to sanction 
tentative marriages between troops 
going to the front and their sweet- 
hearts. Although no marriage cere- 
mony is performed in the haste of 
departing for battle the soldier and 
his sweetheart are allowed a union 
that is just as sacred in the eyes of 
the nation as if there were a mar- 
riage. 
* 


The man is considered a husband 


by the government and in case of 
his death at the front the woman is 
considered his widow and receives 
his pension. 
rROVlUlVG FOR 
CHILDREN. 


The child receives the father's 


name and far from being dishonored 
because the parents were not legally 
married, is looked upon with a cer- 
iain degree of honor by relatives and 
neighbors. In the event the father 
returns after the war the marriage 
ceremony is performed yet to all in- 
tents and purposes the two live to- 
gether as if the ceremony actually 
had taken place before the man's de- 
parture for the front. The govern- 
ment sees to it that the man's prom- 
|ise to marry is obeyed upon his re- 
turn from the war. 


So the real fault does not seem to 


lie with the government itself—that 
wise government that has ovcrlook- 
,ed nothing in its plan of prepared- 
ness even down to having the can- 
teens of the soldiers daily filled with 
fresh water even in the time that 
there is no war and no war threat- 
ens. 


There is a strong possibility of an 


element of race suicide having crept 
into the German nation. The gay 
habits that characterize the courts of 
many European nations may^have 
found their way into the German 
empire and may have corrupted the 
women to the extent that some seek 
to avoid their natural duties, A life 
of gayety also has sprung up in 
many of the great cities and this, 
too, may be in part to blame for the 
falling off in the birth rate. It is 
generally conceded that where there 
is a life of gayety and much drink- 
ing and dissipation that there is a 
natural tendency to check produc- 
tion or there is, at least, a decided 
law o£ nature that the gradual 
weakening of the race through the 
use of alcohol acts as a. natural 
check/ 
Scientists have for some time 


warned that Germany has a serious 
problem to face in the decrease in 
its birthrate. These scientists have 
made but little attempt to discover 
the reason for this decrease. 
BIRTHRATE 
DECREASING. 


It has been found that the birth- 


rate in the nation has been steadily 


• dropping, not only during the pres- 


ent war, but steadily year after 
year, for several years, particularly 
in the last decade. In this regard 
many interesting facts have been 
discovered and have been promul- 


gated in Germany with the intention 
of inspiring motherhood. The scien- 
tists prove from data and statistics 
that the first born are no more phys- 
ically or mentally perfect than the 
latter born, and this is one of their 
best arguments for large families. 
It long has been supposed that first 
children of a largo family arc the 
best physically and mentally while 
the latter born are weaklings, sub- 
ject to the ravages of disease and 
•often born mentally incompetent 
Comparison of hundreds of cases has 
caused the conclusion that the lat- 
ter children are just as strong phys- 
ically and mentally as the nrst chil- 
dren. 
To their satisfaction the scientists 


have found that the offspring of a 
father or mother, one of whom was 
a twin, generally will have twin chil- 
dren. They have followed the mat- 
ter back for several generations in 
a number of families and have come 
to this definite 
conclusion, which 


they interpret as contrfining great 
hopes for the future of the nation. 


There can he no doubt that Ger- 


many faces a serious problem in this 
regard. It is a country hemmed in 
on all sides and utterly relying upon 
its own resources. Both in England 
and in France the future has .been 
helped somewhat by men of other 
nations, 
particularly 
Americans, 


marrying war widows and girls who 
have reached their maturity since 
the war began. Germany can hope 
for no such outside help in solving 
the present, dilemma. 


Many of its sons have gone to oth- 


er countries, particularly to the 
United States, either to seek their 
fortunes or to escape military serv- 
ice and cannot now return, even 
should they desire to. Germany has 
to be self-reliant in th6 matter. Vet 
its call to arms has taken the fathers 
to the trenches and the last call has 
taken to the front the young men 
from 18 to 20 who would become the" 
fufure husbands of the race had not 
the war summoned them. 


Report has it that there arc more 


men now assembled here in Berlin 
than can ever bo used in battle. 
Whether this is true or not is a mat- 
ter on which the censor permits no 
comment either way. But even if it 
wero true from the standpoint of 
marriage and population it would 
have but little effect considering that^ 
the majority of the soldiers are from 
the rural communities. 
FAMIHt 
SACRIFICES. 


Mothers have sent their husbands 


and sons to battle and sweethearts 
have seen their young lovers lorn 
away from them by the dire neces- 
sities of war, and the majority of 
•such family sacrifices have been in 
the small towns and villages. Even 
in such communities the death rate 
has been large and the birthrate low, 
not only in the present but for many 
years. It is argued now in Germany 
that the cause of the decrease in 
births has not been the lack of ma- 
ternal feeling but that the laws of 
marriage are so rigid in times of 
peace that the outcome has been but 
natural. 


England, so statistics show, has one 


of the greatest birthrates prorata in 


the civilized world, yet the percent- 
age of unions not sanctioned by law 
is greater there than in any other 
country. 


Germany, on the contrary, has had 


a wholesome regard for the usages 
and customs both ot church and law, 
in regard to marriage and the per- 
centage of unsanctioned marriages 
has decreased. 
' 


It may he truthfully said that the 


number of nameless children has 
been decreased to the absolute mini- 
mum in the last 20 years, and that 
no civilized nation in the world can 
show a better record. Without giv- 
ing tribute to the moral status of 'the 
German people it can be said that 
the government laws are so string- 
ent as to compel legitimate marriage 
throughout the nation. If a child is 
born and the father refuses to mar- 
ry the matter is brought up before a 
magistrate. His orders are simply 
that the man must marry the girl 
and his orders are never disobeyed. 
Thus the majority—in fact, the great 
majority of marriages arc sanction- 
ed by the law and this has -checked 
the surplus population that might 
result if the laws were more lax as 
they now are in England. 


So with all the men at the front, 


Germany has a serious trouble. For 


husbands the women can depend up- 
on only the old men and those too 
physically incompetent to fight. 
THE FUTURE 
RACE. 


Germany, however wishes to rely 


upon a future race 
of physically 


competent men. While there are no 
laws of eugenics on the books, the 
nation itself long has been one in 
which such laws have been carried 
out neither by design or statute, but 
by natural circumstances, the great- 
er majority of men and women who 
wed being of such strong physique 
as to warrant a healthy future race. 


But the war has summoned to the 


front not only the physically perfect 
hut the older men of the last land- 
strum and the boys from 18 to 20. 
It is argued that at the rate these 
men -are being killed that Germany 
can last as a race for only from 50 
to 20 'years longer. It is a fact that 
Germany has paid heavily in human 
toll for all of its victories. Each day 
of fighting in the trenches in France 
or in the attack on Russia means ad- 
ditional toll. 
In the country itself the birth rate 


is a great deal below the number o£ 
those being killed in battle. Mar- 
riages are few, there being no men 
to wed. In this connection it may 


be remarked as significant that Ger- 
man soldiers when wounded or crip- 
pled are not allowed to remain at 
home for the remainder of the war, 
As soon as the doctors in the hos- 
pital find them convalescent 1Tiey are 
returned to the front. No matter how 
often they are wounded they face 
further service as long as they have 
two legsfto carry them and'an arm 
to carry a gun. 


Doctors in Berlin have urged 


that the men who have been severe- 
ly wounded at the front be released 
from service and allowed to again 
take up their domestic pursuits. This 
would in a way solve the problem of 
increasing the birth rate. It would 
increase the number of marriages 
for many of the soldiers have arrlv- 
at a marriageable age since answer- 
ing the call to arms. 


But Germany is war-mad. It wants 


men and guns to hurl at its enemies. 
It. is permitting the future to take 
care of itself. The need of maintain- 
ing a normal increase in population 
has been entirely overlooked until it 
now is one of the most serious ques- 


tions Germny has had to confront. 


At the eleventh hour the kaiser 


himself has recognized it. He has of- 
fered to be god-father to any twins 
born, and the empress herself ha* 
offered presents and every other en- 
couragement 1o maternity. 


However, the question is: Has 


Germany delayed too long in meet- 
ing this problem? If it has, the au- 
tonomy of Germany as a race will b« 
seriously threatened when the war 
ends and each day of batt.le sees tho 
question growing more serious. 
n

It 
is true that the men who join tho army 
and the national guard are physically 
examined and supposed to bo of a cer- 
tain standard of perfection but the 
training the man gets after he joins 
the army or the national guard ccr 
tainly benefits him physically and men 
tally, and physical ill« arc to some ex 
tent controlled by 
mental 
processes 


The prevention of tuberculosis is cs 
pccially assisted by living in the opci 
air. 
If this living in the open ntr wen 


made a part of our life, especially be 
twccn the ages of thirteen and cightoci 
combined with reasonable physical oxer 
ciso such as is given in military train 
ing, I believe that the boys at lca;s 
would probably get exactly thai (is 
sintanrn needed to prrvi-nt tiiberouloai 
fastening its hold upnn them.

Ruling of "Wells County Court, on Titles 


to Land, Affirmed. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—The 
supreme 


court has nfflrined 
the \\"ells circuit 


•court in holding.that the children of 
Amos Parrefct, who died in 1801, can not. 
'recover of the purchaser the; land which 
'their mother conveyed in 18«-'i after a 
remarriage to Jonah Ircy. The present 
[holders of the land arc William A. Rath- 
fen and David C. Thomas. 


The court holds that though the widow 


• had no right or power to convoy the 
land after "her remarriage and the deed 
by which she and her second luwhand 
attempted to convey the land was void, 
yet the possession of the Iniycr ivng 
"with color of title, and where Mm. 
(Barrett) Irey lived beyond tin: death 
of her second husband, her children could 
have no greater claim to the hind thai: 
Mrs. Irey had at the time of her death.' 
Tho statute of limitations burred any 
right which she might have had to re- 
cover the land attempted to be conveyed 
by tli« void deed. 
"If 'Jonah Irey had 
survived Mrs 


Ircy," the court holds, "then the law 
would have given Mrs. Ircy's children 
the title to the land «s of the time of 
Mrs. Trey's death, but that where the 
woman survives the second husband who 
has joined in the conveyance of the land 
the children of the woman only claim 


heirs, nnd not hy right of statute 


ivhieh casts the title of tlw land received 
of her first husband on her children by 
icr first marriage."

Gary, Ind., Dec. 20.—Further indus- 


trial expansion in the Calumet region ia 
believed to he in prospect, .should the 
imposed combination of Camliria-Luckn- 
wanmi-Voungstown sheet and tube steel 
interests be affected. 
The construction 


of another steel plant here and the buy- 
ing of a car building plant, cither at 
Michigan City or Hammond, arc re- 
ported to be contemplated. 
No conlir- 


ination, however, is available. 


It also is said that the Inland Stef.-l 


company, of Indiana Harbor, and the 
Iroquois blast, furnaces, at South Chi- 
cago, will he considered in the proposed 
combination. 
The Inland company is 


the most formidable local rival of the 
United States Steel corporation. 
Withii 


a half mile of the steel corporation's 
property it now operates two blast fur- 
naces, open hearth furnaces, coke ovens, 
lolling mills and n benzol works.

It has 
its own line of ships to its ore fields. 


In the meantime the steel corporation
